OUR WASHINGTON LETTER.

FORNEY—MATTERS AT THK CAaPITOL—THE 

THE GEORGIA SENATORSHIP—SENATOR MIL- 

LER ARGUES HIS CLAIMS—NONB OF THE 

OTHEKS ON HAND—A DEMOCRATIC @ARPRT- 

BAGGER TALKS SENSE—DOTS. 

It is stated in some of the city papers that 
the newspaper men’ of Wasbington will give 
a dinner to John W. Forney prior to his de- . 
parture for Philadelphia. I am curious to 
know who of the legitimate newspaper men 
of the Capitol will aid in getting up a ban- 
quet in honor of the man who, with the 
slightest pretensions to journalism himself, 
has done so much to disgrace a noble profes- 
sion. Forney has ever sought to shelter him- 
self under the broad wings of the press. 
While selling out his editorial columns at so 
much per line, or advocating certain jobs for 
a round sum, he has often complained of the 
slight put upon him by respectable journal- 
ists, and lamented the absence of the esprit 
de corpmong news ee men which exists in 
other professions. et this want of esprit de 
corps is due simply to such men as Forney, 
who embark in journalism simply as a 
means of subsisting by black mail, or to se- 
cure official posi! ions a ae the govern- 
ment may be plundered ashington is 
to be congratulated on getting rid of For- 
ney; and ‘there are many, no doubt, who 
will’ sympathize with Philadelphia in her 
coming affliction. 

SAYINGS AND DOINGS AT THE CAPITOL. 

The Senate having adjourned over on 
Thursday until to-morrow, and the House as 
usual, meeting for speech-making only, yester- 
day was ratlier a dull day at the Capitol. 

Mr. Rogers, of Alabama, who was de- 
feated at the recent election, led off with a 
review of the political condition of his State. 
Referring to the passage in the President's 
message in which it is said that, in some in- 
stances the judgment of the people had been 
reversed by intimidation and fraud, he said it 
applied to Alabama's, though not in the sense 
meant by the President. In Alabama's the 
judgment of the people had “hace reversed by 
@ Radical Governor and Radical registrars 
who refused to permit any but their friends 
to vole. Mr. Rogers disclaims any desire for 
place on lis-part, and says he is quite willing 
to retire to private life, never more to emerge 
from it; but he is desirous, for the good of 
the people of his State, that Congress should 
investigate the alleged frauds committed at 

the recent election. Mr. Rogers may be sin- 
cere and well meaning in his object, but if at- 
tained it would simply result in a further re- 
construction of the State. He has already 
strengthened the hands of those who are con- 
spiring to deprive the whole South of repre- 
sentation in Congress, and to doom tif&t sec- 
tion anew to the pains and penalties of fur- 
er reconstruction. 

Mr..iogers exhausted an hour, with his 
hearerg and then Billy Mungen, of Ohio, 
also ciected tostay at home after the 4th of 
March next, Went for “ the heathen Chinee”’ 
in characteristic style. There is certainly a 

. streak of genius in’ Mungen’s Composition ; 
but I could not remain to hear him, having to 
keep an eye on the other end of the capitol, 
where the Judiciary Committee of the Senate 
were holding a special meeting in relation to 
the Georgia Senatorships. Senator Miller 


~ had a hearing and argued his side of the 


question at some length. None of the other 
contestants have yet arrived, but Senator 
Hill is expected this evening or to-morroy 
morning, and the Committee will give him a 
hearing also. - Bullock’s trio, Whiteley, Bar- 
row and Bh xigett have not yet turned: up, but 
will doubtless put in an appearance before 
many days. The Committee will hardly con- 
clade its labors before the end of this week. 
and its decision is not likely to be made pub- 
lic until some time later, There is no clue 
whatever as to whiat the decision will be, 
though outside gossip points to the rejection | 
of Hill and Miller, and the seating of their 
opponents. Some persons incline to the be- 
lief, however, that Georgia will not be ad- 
mitted to representation in the present Con- 
gress. These are surmises only, Time only 
ean decide their correctness.
